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The ysmarck Kaserne on tieissenfelser Strasse was occupied to 
capacity by an engineer unit of about 1,500 men. Except for 
maintenance of motor vehicles, no activities were observed in 
the billeting area. The Bismarck Kaserne borders on the !linden- 
burg Kaserne anc is connected with the latter by a zate. The 
Bismarck Kaserne consists of 2 four-story buildings, constructed 
in 1936 and 1937, and three-story buildings, constructed from 
1900 to 1910. The billeting area includes the former Fromhold 
seedshop, which quarters a maintenance squad and a riding hall 
in which pontoons were stored. The seven garages, capabie of 
sheltering about 120 motor vehicles, were occupied to capacity, 


An engincer exercise involving 300 to 100 troops was conducted

Accorcing to previous reports by other sources, the barracks installa- 
tion on the north side of Csistrasse ané on the west side of Ureit- 
ceheidstrasse, whieh is also called Rarbara Haserne or Ayrtilleriec 
haserne, quarters si.nal units, probably headcuarters sicnal units of 
the XXIX jds itz “iftle Corps. [os 15 
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(2) Presumably a Soviet supply installation, whose warehouse section 
is located in the factory.area bordering on Grochlitgzer Sprasse, 
Lugemburger Strasse and Schoenburger Strasse, which is provided 
with a railroad spur. The Ryssian letters CCCP stand for U.5.5.8. 

(3) According to available information, only two barracks installe- 
tions are located petween Schoenburger Strasse, Luxemburzer Strasse 
and weissenfelser Strasse, namely the Hindenburg Kaserne on the 
south side of Schoenburger Strasse and the Bismarck Kaserne on the 
north side of Sieissenfelser Strasse. Both installations quarter 
elements of the57th Gds Mtz “ifle Div. The gusent report indicates 
that a third barracks installation is located on the east side of 
Luxenburger Strasse. According to motor vehicle nuwabers, it is 
occupied by headquarters units of the XXIX Gds Ntz Nifle Corps and 
elements of the S7th Gds Mtz Rifle Div. Further jaformation is 
required to determine whether the Latter installation is part of the 
other two installations or whether it is separate. 

(4) According to a report of late Novenbcr i the barracks 20X1X 
installation on the south side of Flexminger Weg, alse called the

The statenent 
im the m-esent report that a large enjineer unit of 1,500 men was 
stationed there seems doubtful and requires confirmation. 

(8) In previous reports the Neve Jaeger Kaserne was also called the HG

(12) In seneral, the present report indicates that all units statianed 

Neumburg were in their quarters in mid-December 1950, The 
estimate of 16,000 troops at the post is believed to be too high. 
The headquarters units of the XXIX Gde Mtz 4ifle Corps and the 
elements of the 57th Gds litz “ifle Div in Nawiburg are believed 
to total approxinately 10,000 troops, 
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
